native colony, Virginia Mary Ball, 
descended from a good English fam­ 
ily, was called “the rose of Hoping 
Forest" in her girlhood. Epning Forest 
Itemg the name of the Ball Homestead. 
Orphaned early, she had as her guar­ 
dian George Eskridge, a wealthy 
Virginia planter. 
At twenty-two. Mary Ball married 
(on March 6. 1730 Augustine Wash­ 
ington. then a widower with two 
j little boys. Her first child she named 
George after her old family friend. 
Five other children were horn of this 
j marriage, four of whom survived. 
When Augustine Washington died, 
she was left with a brood of young­ 
sters to care for. George whs th«*n 
I only eleven. Fortunately, however, 
the husband had provided for them 
amply. His wealth consisted mostly 
, of land, and in order to produce the 
1 rouuiAiie income, it had to he care­ 
fully managed.

Uy and saw them all successfully 
settled in life. 
George Washington was still a

Trying to figure out w h at the future is going to be 
like is alw ays good clean fun, and it is especially attract­ 
ive if you are more or less dissatisfied with the present.. 
And when you are doing your figuring, you can hardly do 
better than get a chemist to help you. 
For an imaginative chemist can see things that would 
,-tump a dules Verne or an H. G. Wells. 
He can show us 
a future that is ik.e * magic w onderland; a n d — which is 
more to the point— he can also persuade us that he knows 
w h a t he is talking about. 
Thomas Midgley, Jr., chairman of the board of the 
American Chemical Society, took a little flier into the 
future at a recent convention of chemists in N e w ^ ork. 
H e foresaw some startling things. 
A century from now, he predicted, the discovery of 
n e w sources of energy 
vs ill have made inter-planetary 
travel possible. 
It will also have revoutionized industry 
to such extent that two hours will he the maximum length 
o f the working day. 
Such m aladies as cancer, influenza, 
and epidemic diseases generally will be abolished. 
This, he added, was only a starter. 
W e shall be 
raising chickens the size of pigs and they will he laying 
eggs the size <>f footballs. 
People won't go to w ar any 
more, because defensive w e a po n s wil he strong enough to 
make any offensive impossible. 
Televison 
will be perfected to such an extent that 
delegates to national conventions will attend by staying 
right in their own hom es— which ought to he a break, in 
several ways. 
All this 
adds up to something 
remarkably like a 
pipe dream. 
But the odd thing about it is that none of 
these predictions is impossible. 
A century from now Mr. 
Midgley may look like an exceedingly conservative and 
cautious prophet. 
In the material world, the race is able 
to do just about anything that it can imagine. 
And 
that 
em phasizes the 
strange 
new condition 
under which the race is laboring these days. 
Its greatest 
problems are no longer connected 
with the struggle fo 
master the physical environment; they have to do with 
the intangibles— things like economics, social organiza­ 
tions, and international relations. 
W e know, nowadays, that eventually we shall abol­ 
ish disease and hunger and all manner of scarcity, and 
that We can equip ourselves with almost 
any kind of 
mechanical gadget that seems desirable. 
The big ques­ 
tion is what we arc going to do " dh ourselves after we 
make those advances. 
Shall we learn how to get along together so that they 
all m ake the life of the average human being happier, 
freer and richer? 
Can w e adjust ourselves to an age in 
which the only problem va »11 be the problem o f human 
relationships? 


M O R E RO O M FOR P L A Y 
Importance of playgrounds 
and 
other 
recreation 
centers in American cities is illustrated by the current re­ 
port of the National Recreation Association. 
l ins report show s that 5,000,000 children used pub­ 
lic playgrounds regularly last summer, and that muni­ 
cipal recreation centers lor young people and adults were 
used by more than 1.000,000 people. 
Playground base­ 
ball teams gave recreation to more than 000,000 young 
m en; playground 
tennis courts served just 
less than 
1.000.000 people. 
The thing to notice is that the facilities we have are 
not nearly extensive enough. 
The association reports that 
10.000.000 city children are still without playgrounds, 
and that neighborhood playing fields are only about 80 
per cent adequate. 
W hile w e are spending public funds on non-profit 
m aking projects, this great need of playgrounds and re­ 
creation facilities must not be overlooked,
